* London.—It is becoming increasing 
ly ev'dent that Turkey is taking s'eps 
to resume the peace negotiations, al- 
though it is possible that no direc! 
action will be taken until some decis 
ive results in the fighting In the Gaili- 

poll peninsula has been achieved, 

It is understood that Tewfik Pasha, 
the Turkish ambassador, has had sev- 
eral interviews with the British for- 
elgn secretary recen.ly, and that Re 
chad Pasha, head of the first peace 
delegation, has been ordered to re 
main in London, Hakki Pasha will 
consult with Silma Pasha and Count 
Von Berchthold, the Austrian fore’gn 
minister at Vienna, before coming to 
London. 

Another effort on the part of the 
Porte to raise a smal! loan in Paris 
has failed, owing to the refusal of she 
French government to open the Paris 
market, Official accounts of the 
fighting, issued at Sofia and Constant- 
nople, are confilet'ng, but it secms to 
be certain that the Turkish arms have 
again met serious reverses, although 
Adrianople and Scutari are still hold- 
ing out. : 

It js reported that this matier was 
discussed at a meeting of the ambas- 
sadors at the fore'gn office, but thet 
it was decided that the powers would 
be unable to undertake the role be 
cause the alles had declared that in 
the future they would negotiate peace 
only on the battlefield.

Feogramme of Work for Prairie 
Previously Announced in 
Province 

Toronto.—The announcem=nt of the 
Canad. an Nor:hern Railway's construc- 
tion programme for 1913 was made 
recently. 

Hundre’s of m'les cf new i'nes are 
to be construc‘ed, and 4s many men 
as the C.N.R. are able to secure will 
be given work on the construction. 

In Manitoba a stretch of five hun- 
dred miles beginning five miles east 
of Portage and extending to near 
Stewburn, wll be the ma‘n develop- 
ment. The Inwood-Fisher River 
roe will be gerade forty miles. 

The cons‘ruction in east Saskatche- 
wan will include a line from Sturgis 
for a distance cf 44 mles towards 
Hudson Bay. A like distance of line 
will be constructed on the Gravelburg 
branch The line through Gravel- 
burg toward Swift Current will have 
more than fifty miles sdded to the 
present grade. 

The MeRorie-Onutlook line w'll be 
extended nearly 30 miles east of that 
point and about twenty miles west of 
it.

Port Nelson Terminal for Lire to Bay 

Ottawa.— H. P. Hazen, -the gov- 
‘Toment harbor experi, who has been 
surveying the approaches and the har- 
| bors at Port Nelson and Fort Church- 
ill, with a view to d finite selection of 
the terminal for the Hudson Pay Ral 
way, which is now being built north 
and eastward from Le Pas, arrived in 
Ottawa recently, 

The question of the site cf the ter- 
minal will be set‘led at once, said 
Hon, Frank Cochrane, It is very im- 
portant that we should definitely de 
cide at once upon which port wll be- 
come the termina] of the railway that 
is now under construction. It is a 
very dificult problem, as there is 
much to be said for and agains: both 
Fort Churchill and Port Nelson, 

While there can be no oMlclal state-

Some Interesting Evidence Given Be- 
fore Old Age Pensions Committee 
Ottawa.—Causes of poverty and de- 

pendency in Canada were dealt with 

in an interesting manner by Dr. W. 


|R. Bruce Smith, Ontario inspector of 


public chari‘y, giving evidence before 
the Old Age Pensions commission. 
He declared immorality as one of the 


most prolific causes of poverty and di- } 


vided the reasons for people becoming 
dependent, on others by the following 
percentages: 

Intemperance, 21; inefficiency, oft- 
en congenital, 22; improvidence, 15; 
shiftiessness, 15; immorality, 13; stu- 
pid'ty. 7; ignorance, 5. In Ontario, 
he pointed out there are 15000 in 
houses of refuge, and 7,000 receiving 
mnicipal aid and otherwise helped. 

Dr. Bruce Smith advocated the seg- 
regation of all feeble minded women 
during the maternity period in indus- 
trial refuges and the application of re- 
formatory methods to first offenders. 
He believed that a man or woman

In another part of this issue ap- 
pears a bylaw to give the Council 
power to borrow to the extent of 
$1800 for the construction of a purk 
on the 15! acres lying between 
the town and railroad at present un- 
used. There is appended to the 
bylaw a schedule of the lease with 
the Canadian Pacific Railway, 
whereby the Company gives a lease 
of this ground for a period ot 99 
years with power to renew at the 
expiration of that term, and agrees 
to spend $1500 for its improvement 
as a park provided the town wil 
spend an equal amount. The elec- 
tors will vote on the bylaw on Mon- 
day, March 3, and a two-thirds ma- 
jority is required to carry it. We 
hope that all our citizens who are 
interested in the development of the 
town, and wish to see it progress 
will turn out and vote for this bylaw. 
The Company's offer is in our opin- 
ion a most generous one. The land 
itselt is worth more than the price 
which the town will be 
spend on its improvement, and in 
addition the Company offer to de 
posit $1500 with the Town Treas- 
urer to assist in making it a park 
The $3000 to be expended will pro- 
vide for an artificial lake, for trees, 
and irrigation ditches to water the 
trees and keep the water in the lake 
pure, also for a football, baseball 
and otier sports ground. The lake 
will provide an excellent skating and 
hockey rink, and the sport with 
natural ice, can be engaged in al- 
most from October to March, It 
will also, and this is a very impor- 
tant feature, convert the front of the 
town from its present ugly appear- 
ance to one of the most beautiful in 
the West. All this for the sum of 
$1500. We can truthtully state 
that the citizens of this town have 
already spent more than $1500 in 
the four years they have had skating 
rinks on construction, and they have 
not got as good ice, as they would 
have with the lake, which we hope 
will be in operation next winter, 
For baseball, football, the 
same thing applies. In the event

Mr J. W. Mercer, secretary of 
Strathmore Local, on behalf of the

Sorensen had known his object in 
speaking, he would have turned 
him down, for their chairman hid 
always done his best to keep the 
local from becoming a mutual ad- 
miration society. They expected 
every member to help forward the 
work of the U.F.A. There were 
times when some of their members 
exceeded all that could possibly be 
expected of them. To-night they 
wished to acknowledge the enc 
mous amount of work and. brain 
power Mr Sorensen had put ‘nto the 
movement. The members thought 
this was an appropriate time for one 
of them to say a dew words and 
thank him for the work he had done 
for them. Mr Mercer then handed 
overto Mr Sorensen a handsome 
gold button, bearing the badge of 
the U,F.A. and the inscription 
“Souvenir to H. Sorensen from 
Strathmore Locel, Feb. 19, 1913,” 
amid loud applause. Continuing, 
Mr Mercer said they could never, as 
farmers of the district, estimate suf- 
ficiently the benefit they would de- 
rive from the work Mr Sorensen had 
dene tor them, for many years, in 
fact, for generations. When they 
came to consider that their present 
hail insurance act had been the 
work of Mr Sorensen’s brain, they 
would form some idea of what he 
meant, On the elevator question 
he was in the forefront of the fight 
with the great combine, and in their 
present fight with a great corpora- 
tion he had been their leader. They 
could never attempt to estimate what 
that meant. He asked Mr Soren- 
sen to accept this little token of their 
regard. Every time he went into 
a fight he would remember that this 
badge stood for the loyal and hearty 
support and confidence of every 
member of the Strathmore Union, 
(Loud and continued applause.) 

Mr Sorensen, rising with cheers, 
said that this almost took his breath 
away. He had no idea they were 
going to do anything so generous 
as this. He might mention that 
there was a gentlemen, Mr 
Deachman, whom they had ex- 
pected to be with them and address 
them on the ‘British Principles of 
Free Trade.” He looked upon these 
principles as being as important as 
the putting of the seed into the 
ground, which they would be doing 
shortly. The principles upon which 
Mr Deachman would have led them 
were the true British principles 
which had made the British Empire 
what it was to day, There was no 
pation on earth for which he had 
more esteem that the British Empire, 
because they based their whole tra- 
ditions and their whole fight for ex- 
istence on equal free opportunity for 
every man on that level of life by 
which he was placed by God. Mr 
Deachman had addressed the farm- 
ers at the U.F.A. Convention, and 
impressed him more than any other 
speaker. In Germany and other 
countries they had to pay more for 
everything because of protection, 
and the people suffered, Britain was 
the only country that was free of

Un- 
der the present system the farmer 
could not make money at all. Mr 
Sorensen concluded by again thank- 
ingg the Union for their kindness.

Another Alfalfa 
Contest 


So much success attended the Al- 
falfa competition instituted by the 
CPR in 1912 that the Department 
of Natural Resources of the com- 
pany has decided to continue the 
contest for 1913 by offering two 
sets of prizes. It the 1912 contest 
the cash prizes aggregated $750, 
and was open to all residents of the 
irrigation block east of Calgary who 
would properly prepare the ground 
and seed ten acres to this greatest 
of all fodder crops. 

The prizes for this year aggre- 
gate $1,050, which sum is allocated 
as follows: For alfalta seeded in 
1912 presenting the most healthy 
and vigorous appearance, to be 
judged 1913; best ten acres stands, 
five prizes amounting to $100, $80, 
$60, $40, and $20 respectively. 

For alfalta fields seeded in the 
spring of 1913, the same prizes will 
be offered as were given last year, 
viz, best ten acres stand, five prizes 
as follows; $250, $200, $150, $100 
and 50 respectively. 

Professor W. H. Fairfield, super- 
intendent of the Dominion Experi- 
mental Farm, Lethbridge, will be 
requested to act as judge, and will 
be associated with one extra judge 
to be named by the company. 

TO SUPPLY SEED 

The company will arrange to sup- 
ply competitors with the best north- 
ern grown alfalta seed it is able to 
obtain at 24 cents per pound, Those 
who desire to participate in this 
competition and who are not familiar 
with the culture of altalfa are ad- 
vised to apply to W. J. Elliott, Ag- 
ricultural branch of the CPR de- 
partment of natural resources, Cal- 
gary, fora copy of the ‘Settler's 
Guide” or if any particular informa- 
tion is desired, same will be prompt- 
ly and cheerfully given by letter or 
verbally. All orders for seed should 
be sent in as soon as possible to Mr 
Elliott and must be accompanied by 
cash, post office order or dratt.
